DIRECTORS TO HOLD A MEETING 


VERY SOON, 


, This morning Secretary W. IT. 
Fleming, of the Port Wayne fair, to- 
gether with his coips of assistants, 
moved back into the old quarteis in 
the coioner's loom at the court house 
and began clearing- away the fin?l 
work of the exposition of 1902, The 
fair was in'all respects a splendid 
success, and there is much gratifica- 
tion expressed over the fine outcome 
of the first fair, organized and cai- 
ried to completion, as it was, in com- 
paratively short time. 


This moining it was reported that 


a total of $7,386.25 had been icceived 
for admissions during the week, and 
this means that the total paid at- 
tendance was 29,545. These figuics 
do not, of course, include perhaps ten 
thousand children under age who 
weie admitted fiee, nor mere thvi 
2,000 admissions of employes, piiv- 
ilege men and others entitled to the 
courtesies of the* association. In all 
considerably ^over 40,000—perhaps 
45.000—-people saw (the Fort Wayne 
fair dining the week. 


Nor does the <cash given above in- 


clude the privilege fees received by 
the association, and records were not 
at liand today to formulate a state- 
ment of the total receipts and ex- 
penses, though it is known that theie 
is a satisfactory balance to the good. 
The expenses for this year were un- 
usually heavy, for it was necessaiy 
not only to erect buildings, secu-e 
tents and other parapheinalia, but 
the late date at which the start was 
made rendered it necessary to keep 
fiom five to ten men upon the ro:id 
constantly securing stock exhibits 
and race entries. 
This will be to a 


large extent unnecessary in the fu- 
tuie, for the reason that the "Po:t 
Wayne fair will hereafter be a fix^d 
institution upon tlie calendai, an I 
stock-owners and other exhibitois 
will take the big exposition into ac- 
count in making up their itineraries. 


Fully three-fourths of all the pre- 


miums, including every prize-winner 
who called at the offices, were paid on 
Saturday, and no winner of an awaid 
needed to leave the city without his 
money. 
The remaining premiums 


will be paid from the office in tlie 
court house as rapidly as they a*e 
called for. Several days will be 
needed to clear away the business of 
the past fair, and at the end of that 
time the directors will hold a mee*- 
ing and begin to consider plans for 
the 1903 fair, which is certain to fax- 
eclipse even the handsome show 
given last week.

HOW HIGH CAN MAN CLIMB. 
i 


Just how high a man is able to 


climb has never been determined; 
not because of the lack 'of mountains, 
but owing to the ever-multiplying 
difficulties which bset the adventurer 
the higher he gets. 


The highest point to which a tman 


has so far climbed is 23,393 feet. 
This is the height of Aconcagua, the 
loftiest summit of the main- Cordil- 
lera t>f the Andes. This (point was 
reached by the guide Matthias 2Sur- 
briggen and Mr. Vines, two members 
of the expedition that was sent out in 
1897 under E. A. Fitzgerald. Before 
this the record was held by Sir 'Wil- 
liam Martin 
Conway's expedition, 


which in 1892 climbed a mountain in 
the Karokoiam Himalayas £2,600 
feet high. 


Whether a man will ever be able to 


climb 'to the top of Mount Everest, 
which is 29,200 feet above the sea 
level, is a question upon whioh scien- 
tists and others are divided. Au ex- 
pedition to finally determine the mat- 
ter would ibe watched with consider- 
able interest. 


Such an expedition, however, to be 


carried out with any reasonable Jiope 
of success would not foe a matter of 
days or weeks, tout -of years. Moun- 
tain expeditions have hitherto adopt- 
ed too rapid a orate of ascsnt. The 
nervous system consequently had 
not time to accustom itself to the ac- 
tion of the rarified air nor the organ- 
isms to the cold. 


Angelo Mosso, one of the greatest 
.uthorities on human physiology, 
who has devoted years to the study 


the effects of high altitudes on the 


'human frame and who has bean in- 
strumental in securing the erection 
if a new observatory and Alpine &ta- 
ion on Monta (Rosa for the speiaal 
itudy of the 'life of men on the high 
Alps, stated very recently that he 
was convinced that man imay reach 
the summit of Everest without seri- 
es sufferings. 
The reason, Signor Moss:> tells us, 


why so few have attempted the as- 
cent of the highest (peaks is the con- 
viction that man cannot withstand 
the ratified air of such altitudes. iWe 
live at the 'bottom of an ocean <of air 
and our bodies aie especially adapted 
for life at low levels. Consequently 
when we are placed in unusual condi- 
tions, such as exist at great heights, 
we are affected in various ways, 
Kespiration becomes difficult, 
the 


circulation of the blood is altered, 
the heart -is fatigued, "mountain 
sickness" is experienced' and lassi- 
tude and exhaustion follow. 


In spite of all this the ascent of 


Mount Everest is believed -possible. 
The progress must necessarily be 
very slow because the climber -will 
have to acclimatize himself perfectly 
as he ascends in order to Teach the 
top in conditions of health and 
strength. 
His victualing arrange- 


ments must be generously and pru- 
dently' made, mora especially as the 
last stages must be covered at snail's 
pace. By devoting two ' or three 
years to climbing the 9,200 feet to 
the top of Mount Everest at 'an aver- 
age rate of about thirty feet daily 
Signor Mosso believes the feat may 
be accomplished.

Hon. John Whiteaker, the first gov- 


ernor of the state of Oregon, who has 
just died at his home in Eugene, 
Ore., was a former Allen county man. 
Several of his earlier years were 
spent in Marion township, in the vi- 
cinity; of Hoagland, and a number of 
relatives -are yet residents of Ithis 
county. Among them is the verier- 
able Col. J. 'W. Whiteaker, who is a 
cousin. 
• / 


Governor Whiteaker was born iu 


Dearborn county in 1820, ^nd was 
reared on a farm. Living in Allen 
county for a time, lie removed to Il- 
linois, and subsequently to Missouri. 
Attracted by the discovery (of gold in 
California, Mr. Whiteaker went to 
the coast in 1847. In 1853 he sec- 
tied in Oiegon, Three years later he 
was elected probate judge and the 
following year a member of the terri- 
torial legislature. 


He was the first governor of Ore- 


gon under the state constitution, 
elected in June, 1858, and inaugur- 
ated on July 4 following, it being be- 
lieved that the bill for the admiss=on 
of Oregon as a state had passed con- 
gress. There was then no railroad or 
telegraphic communication between 
Oregon and Washington, and after a 
time it was ascertained that the bill 
had failed of passage. 
As soon, 


however; as the bill did pass, early in 
1859, (nncl official notification was re 
ceived. Governor Whiteaker assumed 
the duties of the of^ce, serving untU 
18G& 
- 


Mr. Whiteaker was elected to con- 


gress in 1878 as a, democrat, and it 
was discovered that the democrats 
needed his vote to organize the holism 
In order that he might reach Wash- 
ington in time the national , demo- 
cratic committee provided a special 
train in whicli the congressman wa<3 
rushed across the country in time to 
participate in the organization of the 
loiter house.^ The incident made him 
famous for many years, as it enabled 
him to cast the deciding vote for ihe 
speaker.

sistance to his father's efforts to 
take him Into the house. The boy's 
screaming 
attracted attention, as 


well it might, for it was piercing;, 
agonised and surcharged with pas- 
sion. 


Finally the father wrenched the 


lad loose from 'his moorings and pro- 
ceeded to apply the old-fashioned 
correction to the plnce where tradi- 
tion snys it should go. . While Mi*. 
Thompson spanked the boy, his ven-

Hon. John Whitenker, the first gov- 


ernor of the state of Oregon, who has 
just died at his home in Eugene, 
Ore., was a former Alleu county in 
Several of His earlier years were 
spent in Mnrion township, in the v: 
cinity of Hong-laud, and a number of 
relatives are yet residents of this 
county. Among them is the verier- 
able Col. J. W. Whiteaker, who is a 
cousin. 
/ 


Governor Whiteaker was born iu 


Dearborn county in 1820, and was 
reared on a farm. Living' in Allen 
county for a time, he removed to Il- 
linois, and subfequently to Missouri. 
Attractfcd by the discovery of gold in 
California, Mr. Whiteaker went to 
the coast in 1847. 
In 1853 he I 


tied in Oregon. Three years later lie 
was elected probate judge iind the 
following year a member of the terri- 
torial legislature. 


He was the first governor of Ore- 


g-on under the state constitution, 
elected in June, 1858, and inausu 
ated on July 4 following, it being' be- 
lieved that the bill for the admission 
of Oregon as a state had passed con- 
gress. There was then no railroad or 
telegraphic communication between 
Oregon and Washington, and after a 
time it was ascertained that the bill 
had failed of passage. 
As soon, 


however,- as the bill did pass, early in 
1859, and official notification was re- 
ceived. Governor Whiteaker assumed 
the duties of the oSjce, serving until 
1803. 
• 


Mr. Whiteaker was elected to con- 


press iu 1878 as a democrat, and it 
was discovered that the democrats 
needed liis vote to organize the housi-. 
In order thai he might reach Wash- 
ington in time the national demo- 
cratic committee provided n sptci?! 
train in which Hie congressman was 
rushed across the country in time to 
participate in the organization of the 
lower house. Die incident mode hi-.:i 
famous for many years, as it enabled 
him to cast the deciding vote for the 
spenker.
